It was dismissed after Blakemon 
had filed >uit against Marion McCann 
for five thousand dollars 
damages, 
charging that Mel.ann alienated the 
affections o f his wife. 
I hat never 
came to trial iii Rush county. 
It 
was taken to Hancock county on a 
change of venue and was set for trial 
there last Friday. 
On the 
morning 
of the day of the trial Blakemon dis­ 
missed the suit. 
Blakemou > a tto r­ 
ney" stated they took this step be­ 
en UM* they did not think they had 
any chance in a strange county, and 
with their client under indictment for 
blackmail. 
The indictments for blackmail were 
the outgrowth of all the troubles of 
the Blakemons. 
John Ferguson and 
Blakemou 
were 
indicted, 
charged 
with attempting to blackmail Marion 
McCann, in the February 
term 
of 
court. 
Because of a technical error 
the indictments were declared void, 
but ut liers were 
returned 
at 
the 
special session of grand jury during 
tile April term of court. 
It will be recalled too, that another 
featur? in 
connection with 
these 
many cases 
was the 
attempt 
of 
Blakemon’a attoneys to get his re­ 
lease on a writ of habeas corpus a f ­ 
ter tile indictment had been found to 
be wrong. It was refused and Blake- 
mun was finally released on 
bond.

blackmail are set for trial next Mon­ 
day. 
Tile}' will be tried separately. 
The divorce proceedings were to be 
started this morning.

Mrs. Blakemon testified 
her husband had failed to support 
lier and that he had struck her in the 
lace while they lived in Anderson,

last at her husband's home in March, 
390fi, and that on that night a man 
came to the door ju st as she arrived 
and asked where a Mrs. Jones lived. 
She denied at first she saw her hus­ 
band that night, but later admitted, 
after much questioning, that he did 


appear on the porch while she and 


the white man were there. 
She was 


reluctant about admitting that her 
husband struck the man.

Tuesday afternoon 
Mr. Watson 
was at Sullivan and at night he a d ­ 
dressed an audience a t 
Jasonville, 
that taxed the capacity of the public 
hall iii that [dace, according to news 
dispatches. 
Many miners attended 
the meeting. 
He spoke for two hours and com­ 
pared and contrasted the Democratic 
and Republican platforms. 
He dis­ 
closed the tariff question at length, 
and said the Republican party stood 
for a protective tariff.

soldiers

Details of W hich W ill 


Be Completed Tomorrow, Are C ar­ 


ried Out, the Clapp Committee W ill 


Call Every Prominent Politician and

Washington, Sept. 26.—As witnesses 
before the Clapp senate committee ap­ 
pointed to inquire into the source of 
campaign contributions and to ascer­ 
tain the relations of senators and rep­ 
resentatives in congress with corpora­ 
tions, J. Ogden Armour and ether 
representatives of the big packing 
houses of the United ’States will be 
called. 
The list of witnesses to be 
called by Senator Clapp and his asso­ 
ciates on the committee on inquiry is 
being enlarged from day to day, and 
present indications are that before 
the investigations are completed every 
prominent political leader and busi­ 
ness man in the country will be asked 
to appear. 
It may be stated upon authority that 
It is the purpose of the committee to 
ascertain the truth or falsity of reports 
that have been current in Washington 
that protected industries have made 
campaign contributions for years, in 
expectation of favors at the hands of 
congressional leaders. 
The charge 
has been made that these favors have 
been granted incident to revisions of 
the tariff. 
The beef packers have been cred­ 
ited with taking a live interest in poli­ 
tics in the past. 
It is alleged they 
have contributed liberally to congres­ 
sional campaigns. 
Mr. Armour and 
others supposed to have knowledge of 
the facts will be asked to tell them 
under oath. 
The resolution of inquiry, if inter­ 
preted liberally, gives the committee 
broad vower! in making its inquiry. 
Chairman Clapp is disposed to make 
the investigation sweeping in scope, 
and accordingly, if his suggestions are 
followed, all members of congress who 
are supposed to know of contributions 
by corporations, made with a view to 
obtaining favors or protection, will be 
given an opportunity to divulge any 
information along this line they may 
possess. 
At the meeting of the full commit­ 
tee to be held tomorrow in accordance 
with a call issued by Chairman Clapp, 
plans will be completed for the con­ 
ference. 
Mr. Clapp has been here for 
the past month attending to the pre­ 
liminaries.

Cheap Material Now Used In Exact 
Imitation of the More Costly 
1 
Spanish Cedar. 


There are now made cigar boxes of 
cardboard in such exact imitation of 
Spanish cedar boxes that they might 
anywhere be taken 
for 
the 
real 
things. 
Three layers of a cardboard special­ 
ly made for the purpose are pressed 
together to produce a hoard of pre­ 
cisely the right thickness, and then 
upon the outer side there is printed, 
from an engraved plate and with cor­ 
rect coloring, a photographic reproduc­ 
tion of a sheet 
of 
actual 
Spanish 
cedar; this reproduction showing the 
grain of the wood with all its varia­ 
tions and even the tiny little knots, if 
there are any. 
The bottom and the sides for a card­ 
board box are cut out all in one piece. 
so that they require neither nailing 
nor sewing. 
The end pieces, cut out 
separately, are wire stitched in by 
machine, and then the cover is put on, 
being hinged with the usual piece of 
muslin. 
These cardboard boxes made in imi­ 
tation of cedar are finished in regula­ 
tion manner, paper lined and with the 
usual paper flap to cover the cigars. 
The outer edges are paper bound in 
the usual fashion. 
In 
its 
finished 
state the box contains one nail, the 
nail always found at the center of the 
front edge of the cigar box to hold 
the cover down. 
These boxes sell 
for about 30 per cent, less than boxes 
made of wood.

“ Education, not fear, is the proper 
meihod to curb licentiousness,” Dr. 
Wile declared. “These exhibits should 
be thrown out into ti e street,” he said. 
“Why show them 
to terrorize our 
youth into doing right? 
W q must take 
the child from its birth and teach :; 
self-control. 
Education of girls Is the 
crux of the problem. 
They themselves 
are the ones to train boys to self-con­ 
trol, for the male sex is the aggressor 
and the female does not fall except by 
lack of will power or self-control. Once 
all women make It plain that they will 
not marry a man who has not a certi­ 
ficate of health: once all womankind 
resolves she would rather be a healthy 
old maid than an infected wife, th* 
problem cf sex hygiene will be solved, 
and not until then.” 
Dr. Wile s talk aroused a wide dis­ 
cussion and general dissension of opin­

MRS. BLAKEMON ON THE STAND 


Denies That She Knew Man Who 


Blakemon Struck While With 


Her—Other Details. 


The troubles oil Lillie Soinmerville 


Blakeinou and her husband, William 
Blakeinou, colored, which have been 
the cause oi' a number of suits and 
two grand jury indictments in 
the 


circuit court, were aired today in 
court. 


Judge Blair heard the suit of Mrs. 


Blakemon for a divorce. 
It is the 


second time that a divorce suit has 
been filed by her. 
She denied on 


cross examination 
this 
afternoon 


that she had authorized her attorney 
to dismiss the first action. 


It was dismissed after Blakemon 


had filed suit against Marion McCann 
for five thousand dollars damages, 
charging that McCann alienated the 
affections of his wife. 
That never 


came to trial in Rush county. 
It 


was taken to Hancock county on a 
change of venue and was set for trial 
there last Friday. On the morning 
of the day of the trial Blakemon dis- 
missed the suit.. Blakernon's attor- 
neys stated they took this step be- 
cause they did not think they had 
any chance in a strange county, and 
with their client under indictment for 
•blackmail. 


The indictments for blackmail were 


the outgrowth of all the troubles of 
the Blakemons. John Ferguson and 
Blakemou 
were indicted, charged 


with attempting to blackmail Marion 
McCann, in the February term of 
court. 
Because of a technical error 


the indictments were declared void, 
but others were returned at 
the 


special session of grand jury during 
the April term of court. 


It will be recalled too, that another 


feature in 
connection with 
these 


many cases 
was the attempt of 


Blakeiuon's attoneys to get his re- 
lease on a writ of habeas corpus af- 
ter the indictment had been found to 
be wrong. It was refused and Blake- 
mon was finally released on 
bond. 


The two criminal cases ' charging 
blackmail are set for trial next Mon- 
day. 
The}' will be tried separately. 


.The divorce proceedings were to be 


started this morning. 
Mrs. Blake- 


mon took the stand and had 
gone 


through a ten-minute preliminary 
examination when it was discovered 
that the court stenographer was not 
present. 
When she 
was called in 


Mrs. Blakemon grew faint and said 
she wciuld be unable to testify for a 
few moments and the case was con- 
tinued until after dinner. 


Mrs. Blakemon was late arriving 


after dinner and court attaches were 
sent to her home to see if she would 
be able to appear when she finally 
showed up. Mrs. Blakemon testified 
her husband had failed to support 
her and that he had struck her in the 
face while they lived in Anderson, 
which was the 
beginning of their 


trouble, she declared.

brought out that Mrs. Blakemon was 
last at her husband's home in March, 
1906, and that on that night a man 
came to the door just as she arrived 
and asked where .a Mrs. Jones lived.

Pinkerton Detective Agency Floods 


Country With Circulars Warning 


Bankers Against Hodgson. 


YOUNG CRIMINAL OF UPLAND 


Def.auds Several Indiana Banks and 


is Now Believed to be in 


Chicago. 


The Pinkerton National Detective 


Agency has flooded the country with 
circulars warning bankers and police 
officers to be on the lookout for Or- 
ville Hodgson. 
The circular reads 


as follows: 


"A

Hodgson of Upland, Ind., defrauded 
two banks at Frankfort. Indiana, out 
of $3545 on August 19. 1912. He as- 
certained that some property had 
been sold, called at the banks and 
representing himself as one of the 
persons interested, presented checks 
supposedly received in payment. At 
one bank he gave his name as Oscar 
C. Carter and at the 
other Oscar 


Gregg. 
His photograph was identi- 


fied later. 


"On August 21 he appeared in In- 


dianapolis and attempted to have a 
forged check for .$7500 certified. He 
ascertained that the persons suppos- 
ed to have issued the check were ab- 
sent and he waited in the bank for 
twenty minutes while the certification 
clerk attempted to communicate with 
the supposed maker of the check. 


"Hodgson has served a 
term of 


imprisonment in the Indiana 
State 


reformatory at Jeffersonvi'le, Indi- 
ana, for stealing an automobile in In- 
dianapolis. Since his release he de- 
frauded a bank at Hartford City, In- 
diana, with a forged check. He was 
arrested, but secured his release on 
bond and was awaiting trial when he 
lefrauded the banks at Frankfort. 


"The Frankfort banks advise us 


that they offer a reward of ,$300 for 
information leading to Hodgson's ar- 
rest : that a reward of $25 is offered 
by the Indiana parole board, and an 
additional reward of $100 by Hodg- 
son's father if the arrest is effected 
before September 15. 1912. 


"Under its rules this agency or its 


employes can not accept the reward 
offered or any part thereof. 


"Warrant for Hodgson's arrest has 


been issued at Frankfort, Indiana.

They saw you some time 
ago in a place where the world said if 
it had been, a Christian it wouldn't 
expect to go. You used to be seen in 
the house of God on Sunday; where 
were you. seen a few Sabbaths ago5 
It, may be that once you taught Sun- 


day school and pointed others to 
Christ, but you've lost yourself to- 
night because you've given yourself 


I up to sin. We speak of backsliding in 
. such a slight fashion that many think 
at has become an insignificant sin, 
one scarcely worthy of attention. 
But to my mind it is one of the worst 
and most hideous and God uses his 
strongest language about it to pic- 
ture His disgust and oathing for this 
sin.

Mow Chee. I would reserve it for the 
encyclopaedic Yup Sing, whose 
ad- 


dress, as written on the card which 
my classmate furnished me, .was on 
Mott street, a few doors from Pell. 


New (York's Chinatown is a much 


more familiar locality to the transient 
visitor than to the average citizen. In 
all the years of my residence in the 
metropolis, of which I am a native, I 
had never before had either the occa- 
sion or the desire to dip into this most 
foreign of all the city's foreign sec- 
tions. To me, Chinatown was as a 
far country. Vaguely I had an idea 
of its location. It lay, I knew, east of 
Broadway and west of the Bowery; 
but its latitude was "not clearly de- 
fined. 


My impulse was to hail a cab, give 


the driver the number of the Mott 
street establishment, and so, without 
further individual effort, be whirled 
ar.-ay to my destination. But there are 
1:0 cab stands on lower Broadway; 
r.nd to wc!k to Broad street, where 
the cabman lies all day in wait for the 
prosperous stock broker acd his af- 
fluent customer, required more time 
than In my impatience I was willing 
to grant. Therefore I boarded a Broad- 
way car and was drawn 
haltingly 


northward, until, on reaching Canal 
street, I alighted in sheer desperation 
and turned eastward. 


Here a letter carrier, of whom I in- 


quired, sped me straight to my goal— 
a couple of blocks as I was going, 
turn to the right, a few blocks more, 
and the bulk windows of the Yup Sing 
Company would come into view. 


I found the establishment 
easily 


enough. But had it not been for the 
name printed in big Roman lettering, 
! should never have imagined it a 
Chinese business house. 
There v.-as 


no display o£ goods in the big win- 
dows, which were screened half way 
up by light blue shades, giving the 
front an appearance similar to that 
of the average American wholesale 
house. 


Having 
passed inside, however, 


there was no such illusion. All about 
me were the characteristic products 
of the Orient, from brilliant silken 
embroideries, and exquisite gold and 
silver and bronze work, to cheap cot- 
ton and linen fabrics, lacquer furni- 
ture, and straw slippers. And the at- 
mosphere was further enhanced by 
the half-dozen or more Chinamen who 
were lounging in the middle and far 
distance, each with shaven crown and 
coiled queue and each in the more or 
less brilliantly colored native dress. 


One of these, a comparatively dark- 


ly-attired young man with full, round 
visage, came forward as I entered. 


"Is Mr. Yup in?" I asked. 
He was inclined, I saw, to hesita- 


tion and so I produced Mow's card. 


"Oh, j'es," he said, after studying It 


for a moment. "Oh. yes. Mlsta' Yup! 
He in." With which he left me, and 
taking the card with him disappeared 
behind some draperies at the back of 
the big crowded store. 


Between the others, who regarded 


me for a moment only with idle Inter- 
est, there was, while I stood there, a 
rapid exchange of observations 
in 


their native tongue, mingled with a 
sort of high-pitched cackling which 1 
assumed to be laughter. 


I had turned my back 
towards 


them, but presently a shuffling of feet 
along the floor informed me of the 
approach of what I Imagined "was my 
returning emissary. On whirling about 
how,ever, it was to face an elderly man 
n purple silk garments and a black 
skull cap—a man of thin, almost ca- 
daverous yellow visage, whose upper 
lip and chin were adorned with 
sparse growth of silky blue-black hair 
and upon the bridge of whose nose 
rested a pair of gold-rimmed spec 
tacles.

Rather Than Terrorized. 


TVasSington, Sept. 26.—The charac- 


terization given the exhibition on se:; 
hygiene in connection with the inter- 
national congress of hygiene and dem- 
ography, in an address delivered by 
Dr. Ira S. Wile of New York, of the 
executive committee of the Society for 
Santitary 
and Moral 
Prophylaxism 


was "a perfect chamber cf horrors.' 
Since Dr. Wile spoke at the special 
request of the sex hygiene federation 
itself, his announcement created a pro- 
found sensation in his large audience. 


"Education, not fear, is the proper 


method to curb licentiousness," Dr. 
Wile declared. "These exhibits should 
be thrown out into tfcs street," he said. 
"Why show them 
to terrorize our 


youth into doing right? We, must take 
the child from its birth and teach it 
self-control. Education of girls is the 
crux of the problem. They themselves 
are the ones to train boys to self-con- 
trol, for the male sex is the aggressor 
and the female does not fall except by 
lack of will power or self-control. Once 
all women make it plain that they will 
not marry a man who has not a certi- 
ficate of health; once all womankind 
resolves she would rather be a healthy 
old maid than an infected wife, the 
problem of sex hygiene will be solve;!, 
and not until then." 


Dr. Wile's talk aroused a wide dis- 


cussion and general dissension of opin- 
ion, it being accepted as a direct crit- 
icism, not only of the exhibit, but of 
the movement headed by Dr. liars

State Election Board in Counting 
and Sorting the Ballots and Ever/

resentative Will Go to Indianapolis 
For His County's Quota. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 26. — Assistants 


of Thomas F. Colbert, custodian of the 
capitol, are at a loss to understand 
how to allow the employment bureau 
to remain open during the five-daj- pe- 
riod that the state board of election 
commissioners, will be engaged 
in 


counting and supervising the shipment 
of more than a million ballots to all 
parts of the state. 


The vault-'in the basement of the 


statehouse, where tho work of count- 
ing the ballots is to be done, is direct- 
ly across the hall from the employ- 
ment bureau and because of stringent 
statutes with regard to the protection 
of the ballots the bureau either must 
be closed or a high fence built around 
the opening to the vault. 


Approximately seventy-five clerks 


will assist the state board in counting 
and sorting the baHots, 
and every 


county clerk in Indiana or a represen- 
tative will come to Indianapolis for his 
county's quota of ballots. 
None but 


these men and the express company 
employes who will handle the ship- 
ments of the ballots, will be allowed 
to approach the vault. 
No one who 


does not wear a special badge given 
him by the commissioners, will be al- 
lowed to enter the southern part of the 
statehouse basement while the ballots 
are being handled.
